LIVESTOCK FEED PRODUCTION STUDIED 
Recommendations of Estonian Conference 
Tallinn SOVETSKAYA ESTONIYA in Russian 30 Aug 81 p 3 
[Article: "During a Conference on Agriculture of the Supreme Soviet of the ESSR") 


{Text} A session of the conference on agriculture of the Supreme Soviet of the 
ESSR took place in Saku and it was conducted by the chairman of the conference 

I. Kallas. A discussion took place on the work of the Stata Committee of the ESSR . 
for Production-Technical Support for Agriculture and the ESSR Ministry of 
Agriculture, with regard to implementation of the decree of the 26th CPSU Congress 
entitled “Basic Directions for the Economic and Social Development of the USSR 
During the 1981-1985 Period and for the Period Up To 1990," and particularly the 
mechanization of feed production. 


Reports were delivered by the chairman of the State Committee of the ESSR for 
Production-Technical Support for Agriculture A. Nekhkur and by the Minister of 
Agriculture for the ESSR V. Lind. 


It was noted that during the Tenth Pive-Year Plan the volume of mechmized 
operations on the farms had increased by 28.5 percent. Manual labor was eliminated 
entirely in the production of silage and grain crops. The harvesting of hay was 
mechanized 73-75 percent and the harvesting of potatoes -- 70-72 percent. 


The conference also took note of the fact that the proportion of machines and 
tractors having high productivities is still low in the machine pool structure 

and does not conform to the republic's present requirements. The technology for 
producing high quality hay, straw and silage has not been solved to satisfaction. 
Many improvements are still required in the summarizing and introduction of leading 
experience and in the retention of tractor personnel in the rural afeas. 


A decision has been handed down in which recommendations are made to the proper 
ministries and state committees for improving the situation with regard to the 
mechanization of feed production. During this session of the conference, executives 
from the Presidium of the Supreme Soviet for the ESSR, the Council of Ministers for 
the ESSR and the appropriate ministries, state committees and departments and also 
the chairmen of agricultural committees of rayon soviets of people's deputies all 
participated in the work carried out. 














The members of the conference had acquainted themselves in advance with the work 
being carried out by scientists at the Estonian Scientific Research Institute of 
Farming and Land Reclamation, in connection with the mechanization of feed 
production 


Lithuanian Feed Problems Aired 
Vilnius SOVETSKAYA LITVA in Russian 20 Sep 81 pp 1,3 
[Article: “Experience of Kapsukskiy Rayon Workers -- For All Farms”) 


{Text} This year the republic's farms have been assigned the task of producing 
100,000 tons of mixed silage. The farmers in Kapsukskiy Rayon have acquired 
considerable experience in procuring valuable feed. A conference-seminar was 
conducted here for the republic, to which the chief agronomists and zootechnicians 
of the rayons and also engineer-builders were invited. At the Suduva, imeni I. 
Chernyakhovskiy, Pavasaris and Zhelsvyale kolkhozes, they acquainted themselves with 
the technology for producing this feed. 


The grain growers at the Suduva Kolkhoz prepare their mixed silage for swine using 
carrots, semi-suger beets and crushed grass aftergrowth. Approximately 10 percent 
grass meal granules is added to this bulk. The root crops are crushed using the 
simplest method. A trench capable of holding 80-90 tons is filled in two days. In 
order to ensure the best preservation of the feed and prevent spoilage when the 
trench is opened, 2-3 kilograms of benzoic acid are added per ton of such silage. 
Damp mixtures are produced at this farm for feeding to large-horned cattle. They 
are prepared using straw and silage, with molasses and urea being added. The 
rixtures are enriched with concentrates. The ratios for the individual components 
change depending upon the available supplies of feed and also the livestock 
productivity groups. Such feed is willingly consumed by the livestock and it 
furnishes fine daily weight increases. 


At the Kolkhoz imeni Chernyakhovskiy, the mixed silage is prepared using steamed 
potatoes, crushed carrots, alfalfa afterzrowth and corn fodder. The farm procures 
up to 800 tons of such silage and feeds it to swine right up until the month of 
June. This type of management ; oduces a savings of up to 15-20 percent in 
concentrates, with good weight increases being obtained. 


This is not the first year that farm workers at the Pavasaris Kolkhoz have fed 
mixed silage to sows, swine undergoing fattening regimes and young stock. Here it 
constitutes up to one third of the feed being fed to the swine. 


The experience accumulated at the mentioned and other farms in Kapsukskiy Rayon 
reveals that the production of mixed silage offers many advantages. First of all, 
it is rich in readily digestible carbohydrates, carotene and vitamins. Swine 
consume it willingly and in large quantities. Thus their productivity increases. 
On the other hand, the production of such silage makes it possible to reduce feed 
storage losses to a minimum. Indeed, even correctly stored potatoes will not last 
until spring -- up to one fifth or more will be lost. Carrot losses are even 
greater. These valuable feeds are preserved best in silage trenches. In addition, 











there is less of a requirement for facilities in which to store the feed. Even more 
important, as borne out by the experience of the workers in Kapsukskiy Rayon, is the 
fact that the production of silage makes it possible to realize a savings of up to 
one third in the use of concentrates in the rations. 


It was noted during the conference that all of the republic's farms must devote 
considerably more attention to the production of mixed silage. And the potential is 
available for doing this: the construction of trenches is not too complicated a 
task. The steam boilers available in feed cook-houses can be used for steaming the 
potatoes. The crushing of the root crops also does not constitute a serious 
problem. And the raw materials -- potatoes, fodder carrots, semi-sugar beets, corn 
bulk and grass aftergrowth -- are available to all. Thus the tasks assigned for the 
production of mixed silage are quite valid. Using the resources of the farms and 
also with the assistance of supporting organizations, it will be necessary to build 
more trenches, acquire the required mechanisms and increase the areas sown in 
carrots and the other forage crops needed. The specialists attached to the rayon 
agricultural edministrations must organize the production of mixed silage on all of 
the farms. Importance is also attached to increasing the procurements of damp 
mixtures for feeding to large-horned cattle. 


In addition, the workers in Kapsukskiy Rayon are skilfully building their feed 
procurement shops and equipping them with leading technologies. And their experience 
must be utilized extensively. 


During the conference, speeches were delivered on vital feed production problems by 
the Deputy Chairman of the republic's Council of Ministers Yu. Bernatavichyus, by 
the Minister of Agriculture M. Crigalyunas and by other leading agricultural workers 
and scientists. 


A speech was also delivered during the conference by the head of the Agricultural 
Department of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Lithuania V. Normantas.

LIVESTOCK FEED PROBLEMS IN KUBAN RICE-GROWING AREA

"Rice... For the Livestock?"] 


[Text] To reduce grain consumption for forage purposes on rice- 
growing farms. 


Many years of diligent labor have transformed the Kuban into the country's largest 
rice-growing zone. The development. of the flooded areas in the Azov Sea region 
made it possible, during the last year of the Tenth Five-Year Plan, to raise the 
gross yield of scoured rice to more than 1 million tons. Rice growing in the kray 
is developing on an all-round basis and this is ensuring a maximum return for 
resources invested by the state in irrigation construction. Taking advantage of 
the irrigated lands, which in addition to rice are also furnishing guaranteed yields 
of coarse and succulent feeds, the kolkhozes and sovkhozes in the Kuban are 
increasing with each passing year the production and sale of meat, milk, eggs and 
other animal husbandry products. 


However, the workers on rice growing farms must carry out their tasks under 
difiicult conditions. The difficulties are caused mainly by peculiarities in grain 
production in the rice belt of the Kuban. Here groat crops are being cultivated for 
the most part and this requires large-scale operations aimed at developing the 
flooded areas. The kolkhozes and sovkhozes are striving to increase their production 
of rice, raise its cropping power and marketability and expand their rice fields to 
the maximum possible degree. 


The irrigated lands are being sown mainly in rice, with alfalfa the alternate crop 
in a crop rotation plan. It is not considered advisable to grow barley, oats or 
other grain forage crops here. While it makes no sense to question the wisdom of 
this plan, it nevertheless leaves animal husbandry on very hungry rations, since we 
are not producing the concentrates required by all types of livestock. Even with 
strict economies and partial replacement of the grain forage using grass meal, 
mixed silage and other feeds, a considerable amount of concentrates must still be 
used: for beef production -- up to 10 percent, pork -- 70, milk -- 28 and eggs -- 
up to 90 percent of the overall food value of the rations. But even this minimum 
can only be maintained at the cost of great effort and additional expenditures. As 











a result, the productivity of farms at many establishments increases slowly, while 
the production costs for meat and milk rise steadily. 


We are striving to find a solution for this problem. Prior to sending the rice to 
the elevator, we clean it several times and we are feeding waste products to the 
livestock. But the processing of the grain requires tremendous expenditures <f 
labor and electric power. And even this costly economic maneuver is not saving the 
day, since there are not enough waste products. For example, at the Krasnoarmeyskiy 
Rice Sovkhoz, together with the concentrated feed there is only enough waste product 
for no more than 1 month. Even more important is the fact that the feeding of such 
waste products to the livestock represents real mismanagement: a considerable 
portion of it is chop. This is actually unprocessed groats. For this reason alone, 
it is deemed inadvisable to feed the products of rice processing to animals. In 
the meantime, the farms are forced into feeding groats to the livestock. 


Each year, throughout the kray, tens of thousands of tons of waste products obtained 
from rice processing plants, products which also contain groats, are being used for 
feed purposes. Moreover, the kolkhozes and sovkhozes are selling wheat to the state 
for 75-85 rubles per ton, while at the same time they are procuring the waste 
products from rice processing at the rate of 90 rubles per ton. To this one must 
also add considerable transport expenses. 


Notwithstanding the efforts being made, the grain forage balance of each rice 
growing farm is such that by the beginning of the wintering period the livestock and 
poultry are left without concentrates. Let us look at a typical farm in this regard: 
the Kolkhoz imeni Kirov in Krasnoarmeyskiy Rayon. Here a single patch of land does 
not "walk away." Of 11,038 hectares of arable land, grain crpps occupy 7,200 
hectares, including rice -- 6,200 hectares, winter wheat -- 600 hectares, barley -- 
270 hectares and pulse crops -- the remaining area. Approximately 120 hectares of 
arable land are set aside for sunflowers and 100 hectares -- for vegetables. Forage 
crops are grown on 3,200 hectares of arable land, of which amount 1,800 hectares are 
under irrigation. What is the structure of the feed lands? The chief forage crop -—- 
alfalfa in rice crop rotation plans -- occupies 1,557 hectares, 120 hectares are 
used for long established cultivated pastures. The remaining area is occupied by 
corn for silage, soybeans and annual leguminous grass mixtures. Where does the grain 
forage come from? 


The problem is further aggravated by the fact that the number of livestock and 
poultry in the kray is increasing, while the amount of concentrated feed available 
for them continues to decrease. At the present time, the farms of the establishment 
number 5,500 head of large-horned cattle, including 1,350 cows, 11,500 swine and 
almost 20,000 head of poultry. In overcoming their difficulties, the animal 
husbandrymen at the Kolkhoz imeni Kirov have in recent years increased thei~ 
production and sale of products to the state. But they paid a great price for this 
growth! 


Extensive methods predominate in the development of animal husbandry. This year 

the productivity of the milking herd must reach 2,900 kilograms and the average daily 
weight increases for young large-horned cattle stock and swine -- 330-350 grams. It 
is by no means an accident that the kolkhoz operates at a logs in the case of meat 
and milk production. The difference between the feed requirements and feed 





availability continues to increase. Compared to 1968 when 62 percent of the grain 
forage supplied to the livestock and poultry was internally produced, today the 
figure is only 13 percent. 


Certainly, the kray organizations are not leaving us in trouble. Last year, this 
same Kolkhoz imeni Kirov acquired 3,100 tons of mixed feed. In addition, it was 
allocated 1,023 tons of rice "waste products” from the Krasnoarmeysk elevator and 
it obtained 1,807 tons of waste products from tise processing of unscoured rice. 
Nevertheless, the requirements of public animal hushandry for grain forage (taking 
into account purchases from outside the kolkhoz) were satisfied by only one third. 
It is noted that this indicator is even lower at a number of farms. Moreover, the 
farms are supplied with mixed feed on a very irregular basis. Quite often the 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes do not receive concentrated feed for 2-3 months. The plans 
and the rhythmic nature of product deliveries to the state are disrupted and the 
animal husbandrymen are deprived of the opportunity of working in a confident 
manner and with good prospects for the future. 


In connection with the continuation of irrigation work and the planned growth in the 
production and procurement of rice throughout the kray, the difficulties associated 
with feeding livestock and poultry, under the existing system for supplying the rice 
growing farms with concentrated feed, will increase. What is the solution? It is 
believed that the best answer is that of organizing the counter sale of mixed feed 
for the sale of rice to the state. This will make it possible to increase sharply 
the sale of rice grain and animal husbandry products to the state and to strengthen 
substantially the economies of the rice growing kolkhozes and sovkhozes.

UTILIZATION OF FOOD SCRAPS AS LIVESTOCK FRED FOUND FEASIBLE

[Text] Using food scraps, the subsidiary farms in Kirovskaya Oblast 
are obtaining 3,000 tons of pork annually and saving thousands of 
tons of grain. 


A vehicle approached the unloading platform. Driver Veniamin Bratukhin jumped down 
from the cabin and inspected the elevator. In just 5 minutes the contents of the 
containers were offloaded into the receiving receptacle and the driver had departed 
on his next trip. Another vehicle made its approach, followed by still another... 





The Zarech'ye Sovkhoz has nine special motor vehicles at its disposal. They covered 
nine definite routes daily throughout the year and with no days off. They are used 
for supplying the sovkhoz with food scraps obtained from a city, scraps which serve 
as the foundation for the farm's feed base, which is used for the annual fattening 
of 7,000-8,000 young pigs for public catering purposes. 


On each route there are 80 containers, each having a capacity of from one fourth to 
one half cubic meter. The food scraps are collected from 130 pre-school institutes, 
five school boarding houses, 49 schools, seven bread factories, almost 200 dining 
halls and from fruit and vegetable trade bases. In addition, they are collected 
from special pails placed on staircase landings. There are 4,000 such pails, used 
by the residents of Kirov for holding left over food scraps. 


During a 24 hour period, up to 90 tons of food scraps are collected. According to 
the specialists, each such ton contains 180 feed units. The farm pays 11 rubles for 
each ton of food scraps, including 9 rubles and 50 kopecks to the collectors. 


Each motor vehicle upon returning to the farm, is weighed and then unloaded at the 
feed preparation shop. The feed bulk is moved by means of a conveyer from the 
receiving receptacle to boiling tanks, where it is processed by means of steam for a 
period of 1 hour, at a temperature of no lower than 120 degrees and a pressure of 
one and a half atmospheres. | 











The wages for the drivers and loaders differ according to the seasons. A driver, 
for example, earns | ruble and 7 kopecks for a ton of feed collected during the 
winter and in the summer the rate is increased by 20 kopecks. The average monthly 
wage thus amounts to 180 rubles. 


What are the overall expenses for collecting and processing the food scraps? Last | 
year, 200,000 rubles worth of such scraps were procured. One quintal of feed units ," 
cost roughly 6 rubles. By way of comparison, let us say that a quintal of mixed 

feed cost the farm 12 rubles and 54 kopecks. 


Whereas during its initial years the sovkhoz operated at a loss, today it is 
realizing a substantial profit. Here an important role was played by measures aimed 
at improving the organization of labor and the technology for maintaining swine and 
at increasing the number of animals and expanding the collection radius for the food 
scraps. The economy became stronger, well-organized dwellings, a dining hall, 
recreation rooms and showers were built on the farm and a children's combine is 
under construction. 


Pine experts at their work developed within the collective. The socialist 
competition was repeatedly won by such individuals as T. Bushuyeva, L. Serova 

and T. Bratukhina, who achieved high average daily weight increases (up to 600 
grams) during the fattening of their swine. The opezators of the brood stock 
(earlier the sovkhoz fattened only purchased young pigs, but today it is raising its 
own young stock) A. Buldakova, V. Potapova, N. Vtyurina and M. Bratukhina have 
become tutors of the youth. 


It bears mentioning that throughout the oblast great import nce is being attached 
to fattening livestock on food scraps. A school for leading experience has been 
organized based upon the experience of the Zarech'ye Sovkhoz. A special decision 
has been adopted with regard to increasing meat resources by using food scraps in 
the feed. 


With the active assistance of CPSU rayon committees, municipal executive committees 
and industrial enterprises in the cities of Slobodskoy, Kotel‘nich, Novovyatsk and 
Belaya Kholunitsa, fattening barns for the simultaneous fattening of 2,500 swine 
were built within a very short period of time. At the present time, such 
facilities are available for accommodating 20,000 head. 


Many enterprises have built fattening barns based not only upon the purchase of 
young stock but also upon internal reproduction. At the present time, the 
subsidiary farms are fattening approximately 20,000 young pigs, obtained from their 
own reproduction farms. 


The use of food scraps makes it possible to realize an annual savings of 10,000 
tons of grain. Last year, 3,000 tons of pork were obtained from the subsidiary 
farms based upon the use of food scraps. This was one and a half times more than 
the amount obtained at the beginning of the previous five-year period. For 
example, fine work is being performed at Kirovlesurs. Here, up to 450 tons of 
weight increase in the animals are being obtained annually at the fattening sites. 
This constitutes more than one fourth of the funds allocated for public catering 
enterprises. 








Operational experience convincingly testifies to the fact that a subsidiary farm 

is of great assistance in connection with ensuring that the population is supplied 
with food products, particularly meat. During the current five-year period, we plan 
to increase the fattening of swine on cheap feed by no less than 1,000 tons. 


Computations have shown that the cooperation specialists are capable of increasing 
the number of swine undergoing fattening regimes by several times, with no special 
capital investments being required. This is one of the more important problems 


which the raypotrebsoyuz's [rayon union of consumers’ societies] will solve during 
the current five-year period. 


The State Breeding Association is not displaying sufficient concern for the 
subsidiary farms. It bears mentioning that a similar attitude is being displayed by 
other agricultural organs in the various areas. Meanwhile, the enterprises engaged 
in fattening swine require tracts of land, equipment and fertilizer. Would it not 
be advisable for the kolkhozes and sovkhozes and also the rayon agricultural 
administrations to provide support for this developing branch? 


We are of the opinion that the RSFSR Ministry of Agriculture should take into 
account not only the requirements of its subordinate sovkhozes and kolkhozes but also 
the needs of the subsidiary farms.

WINTER BARLEY CULTIVATION PROMOTED IN UKRAINE — 
Kiev PRAVDA UKRAINY in Russian 12 Sep 81 p 2

[Text] Of all of the grain crops, barley is considered to be the best concentrated 
feed for agricultural animals, especially in connection with the fattening of 
livestock for meat purposes and in the raising of young stock. Its grain contains 
a large amount of full-value protein and more irreplaceable amino acids, including 
lysine, a deficit of which leads to a considerable over-expenditure of feed. 


This is why the production of this crop in western countries increased by a factor 
of 8-10 during the post-war years. Its production in our country has also 
increased, but not enough to satisfy the needs of our rapidly growing animal 
husbandry branch. We are still feeding large quantities of wheat to our livestock 
and this is not producing the desired results: it contains less lysine and thus, 
compared to barley, almost two times more wheat is required per kilogram of weight 
increase in the animals. This is why barley, together with corn, must be employed 
more extensively. 


In the southern rayons and in parts of the forest-steppe rayons of the right bank 
of the Ukraine, winter barley warrants special attention. In Odesskaya Oblast, 
over a period of 15 years, the cropping power of winter barley was constantly 
higher than that for spring barley. Moreover, the difference amounted to from 1.2 
to 12.8 quintals per hectare. Even during this present and severely dry year, 
winter barley has furnished an average of 25.3 quintals of grain per hectare 
throughout the oblast and spring barley -- only 14.6 quintals. The yields are even 
higher at leading kolkhozes and sovkhozes. For example, a yield of almost 41 
quintals of grain was obtained from each of 152 hectares at the Sovkhoz imeni 
50-Letiya Oktyabrya in Kominternovskiy Rayon. Roughly the same results were 
obtained at the Chapayevets Kolkhoz in Ovidiopol'skiy Rayon. Under favorable 
conditions for the cultivation of winter barley, its cropping power also surpasses 
that for winter wheat. This has been borne out by results obtained at state strain 
testing stations in Odesskaya Oblast. In the Crimea, on all of the sown areas, it 
furnishes 1.2-2.3 more quintals of grain than does wheat.

Thus, while maintaining a high level of production for wheat, an expansion of: the 
winter barley sowings in the southern oblasts of the Ukraine will promote an increase 
in the gross yields of grain. It is obvious that proper attention must be given to 
this crop. 


It is believed that the sowings of this crop should be expanded in those areas where 
only negligible areas have as yet been allocated for its use -- in Ze-orozhskaya, 
Cherkasskaya, Kirovogradskaya, Vinnitskaya and Khmel'nitskaya Oblasts. The data 
obtained from strain testing stations and also the experience of many kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes in these oblasts reveal that this crop winters well in the majority of 
instances. At the present time, varieties possessing improved winter-hardiness have 
been created and assuming observance of all of the rules for proper agricultural 
practices, high yields should be obtained from year to year. 


How should barley be arranged on the fields of a crop rotation plan? First of all -- 
on those areas where better wintering conditions prevail: on fields protected from 
the northeast by forest strips and on southern and western slopes. 


The best predecessor crops are peas, melon crops and corn for silage. Many kolkhozes 
use fields from which sugar beets and also sunflowers have been harvested and fine 
yields are obtained if the sowing was carried out on a timely basis. Stubble 
predecessor crops are worse: however, if a field has been topped off with organic 
fertilizers or if mineral fertilizers were applied during sowing, especially 
nitrogen fertilizers, then high yields can be expected. 


The soil is worked in like manner as for winter wheat. However, barley is quite 
often sown following predecessor crops which are harvested at a late date. Thus the 
best results are obtained from surface tilling ard not from plowing, following which 
the ground is often left in a lumpy state. The surface (non-mouldboard) tilling is 
carried out using BDT-7 heavy disk harrows or other implements, to a depth of 8-12 
centimeters. 


Winter barley responds very well to fertilizers. For example, it responds to 
applications of farmyard manure even when it is the second or even the third crop on 
an area. It is not deemed advisable to add organic materials directly to barley, 
since it is susceptible to lodging. Mineral fertilizers -- superphosphate and 
potassium salt -- are applied in the autumn during cultivation of the soil or to the 
rows during sowing and nitrogen fertilizers -- in the spring in the form of a top 
dressing. Phosphorus-potassium fertilizers furnish 3-4 additional quintals of grain 
per hectare and applications of nitrogen fertilizer top dressings, especially on 
impoverished soils -- 7-9 quintals. The application norms -- up to 40 kilograms of 
primary nutrient for each fertilizer per hectare. However, the dosages must at no 
time be excessive. This can lead to "vigorous growth" in the plants and if there 
is a deficit of moisture under our arid conditions it can even lower cropping power. 


Studies carried out in recent years have shown that the optimum sowing periods for 
this crop are almost the same as those for winter wheat. Late sowing raises the 
threat of severe thinning out of the crops and a sharp reduction in cropping power. 
The optimum period for Vinnitskaya, Cherkasskaya, Kirovogradskaya and also the 
northern rayons of Odesskaya, Nikolayevskaya and Khersonskaya Oblasts is 10-20 
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September and for the southern rayons in these oblasts and Zaporozhskaya Oblast -- 
15-25 September. In Krymskaya Oblast, the sowing work can be carried out up until 
10 October. 


The optimum sowing norm is 4-4.5 million germinating seed per hectare. The seed 
should be worked into the soil (during the best sowing periods, into damp soil) to a 
depth of 6-7 centimeters. The sowing machines are SES-9 and SES-2.1 stubble anti- 
erosion units. The plants endure severe winter conditions best when furrow sowing is 
employed. Indeed, they are even protected by a light layer of snow and the wind 
causes less harm. 


Moreover, the sowing should be carried out crosswise to the cold northern winds, 
that is, from east to west. Certainly, the furrows should not be filled in or 
levelled off using harrows or other implements. 


Smut can cause heavy damage to winter barley and thus the seed should be disinfected. 


In the steppe and forest-steppe zones of the Ukraine, the Odesskiy-46, Oksamit and 
Zimran varieties, developed at the All-Union Breeding-Genetics Institute, are used 
most extensively and in the Crimea -- the Mirazh variety. The varieties bred at 
this institute are considered to be more winter hardy, a characteristic which is not 
possessed by the Mirazh variety, which is highly resistant to lodging. The Start 
and Yarna varieties are also being regionalized in the Ukraine. These are mediun- 
winter hardy and late ripening varieties. The new Parallelyum402 variety can endure 
extremely severe winters and is also resistant to lodging. 


Good agricultural practices, timely sowing and thorough tending of the crops -- 


these are the factors which ensure guaranteed yields for this valuable grain forage 
crop.

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/article by A. S. Ul'yanova, candidate of economic sciences, All-Union Scientific 
Research Institute of Economics of Agriculture: "Labor Productivity and Reduction 
of Production Costs of Livestock Products"/ 


/Text/ The transfer of animal husbandry to an industrial basis is accompanied by 
big investments in the sector. In 1978, as compared with 1970, fixed productive 
capital in the sector increased 2.5-fold and totaled 40.6 billion rubles on kol- 
khozes and 43.1 billion rubles on sovkhozes. The capital-labor ratio in livestock 
and hog breeding doubled or tripled and in poultry breeding tripled or quadrup‘ed. 
The mechanization of production processes and the level of overall mechanization 
rose considerably during those years. However, the increase in the equipment of 
animal husbandry with capital is not accompanied by a red.--*ion of the costs of 
products. As an analysis of the annual reports of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes of 
the USSR Ministry of Agriculture shows, material and monetary expenditures per 
unit of key livestock products increase constantly. The change in the production 
costs of milk and of the weight gain of large-horned cattle, hogs and sheep on 
sovkhozes is of the same nature as on kolkhozes. Only the production costs of 
products of poultry breeding on sovkhozes, which has largely been transferred to 
an industrial basis, havea tendency toward stabilization. During the first 3 
years of the Ninth Five-Year Plan (1971-1973). as compared with the same period 
during the Eighth Five-Year Plan (1966-1968), the production costs of milk in- 
creased by 17.3 percent on kolkhozes and by 23.3 percent on sovkhozes and in 1976- 
—1978,in relation to 1971-1973, by 24.0 and 27.2 percent respectively. Similar 

tendencies were characteristic of the production of beef, pork and mitton. The 
production costs of eggs increased during the 10th Five-Year Plan, whereas they 
decreased during the 9th Five-Year Plan. 


Production specialization and concentration presuppose the most productive utili- 
zation of labor resources, feed and fixed productive capital and, as a result, 
lower production costs of livestock products. However, a reduction of production 
costs has not been attained in all animal husbandry sectors as a result of pro- 
duction specialization and concentration on the basis of interfarm cooperation. 
Under these conditions the production costs of beef and pork in absolute figures 
are lower than on ordinary kolkhoz and sovkhoz farms. At the same time, however, 
they increase at higher rates at interfarm enterprises. 
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As a result of the growth of production costs of livestock products the profitabil- 
ity of production decreases on kolkhozes and sovkhozes and at interfarn enter- 
prises and the number of unprofitable enterprises increases. The decree of the 
July (1978) Plenum of the CPSU Central Committee "On the Further Development of Ag- 
riculture in the USSR" states that in all economic units from top to bottom it is 
necessary to wage a persistent fight for economy and thrift, a reduction of produc- 
tion costs and the maximim possible increase in labor productivity. The decisions 
of the 26th CPSU Congress are aimed at the intensification of the economy and a 
fuller utilization of all resources. A reduction of production costs is named as 
one of the urgent problems in an increase in the country's economic growth. 


Labor productivity growth is one of the most important factors affecting a reduc- 
tion of production costs as a synthetic indicator of production organization. 


As a result of the strengthening of the material and technical base of agriculture, 
the provision of kolkhozes and sovkhozes with equipment for the mechanization of 
labor increased considerably. The value of machinery and equipment on animal hus- 
bandry farms and complexes rose, which greatly expanded the base for the mechani- 
zation of labor intensive processes in animal husbandry. However, these processes 
did not develop in the same way in its various sectors. 


In 1978 the mechanization of water supply reached 88 percent in livestock breeding, 
94 percent in hog breeding and 76 percent in poultry breeding on kolkhozes and 99 
percent on sovkhozes, while it was only 41 to 47 percent in sheep breeding. In the 
last 13 years the mechanization of manure cleaning of barns on kolkhozes and sov- 
khozes increased from 2-3 to 34-40 percent on large-horned cattle farms, from 9-14 
to 82-85 percent on hog farms and from 5-9 to 5 -89 percent on poultry farms. 


The distribution of fodder to animals remains the least mechanized, especially on 
large-horned cattle and sheep farms. In general, sheep breeding is the least mech- 
anized sector. In practice, only sheep shearing, which occupies a small proportion 
in the total expenditures of the work time on the production of the sector's prod- 
ucts, is mechanized. 


The mechanization of production processes lowered the labor intensiveness of the 
production of key livestock products and led to labor productivity growth. During 
the 9th and 10th Five-Year Plans direct expenditures of labor on the production of 
1 quintal of milk decreased by 41.2 percent on kolkhozes and by 24.8 percent on 
sovkhozes and on 1 quintal of gain in large-horned cattle, by 23.9 and i6.7 percent 
and in hogs, by 26.7 and 36.7 percent. The labor intensiveness of egg production 
decreased considerably during that peziod. In 1978 direct expenditures of labor 
on 1,000 eggs totaled 21 man-hours on kolkhozes and 3 man-hours on sovkhozes. How- 
ever, labor expenditures on milk and beef production remain high. On the average, 
in 1976-1978 10 man-hours were spent on the production of 1 quintal of milk on 
kolkhozes and 7. on sovkhozes and 53 and 39 man-hours, per quintal of gain in 
cattle and 44 and 18 man-hours, in hogs. Along with this 1.7-2.5 man-hours are 
spent on 1 quintal of milk and gain in hogs at advanced industrial-type enter- 
prises, which attests to the great potentials for a decrease in labor intensive- 
ness and increase in labor productivity in the sector. 
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The decrease in the labor intensiveness of the productiom of key livestock products 
led to a reduction of the proportion of wage expenditure. in their production 

costs (table 1). However, the decrease in the proportion of expenditures on direct 
wages was not accompanied by a reduction of their absolute amount in the production 
costs of a unit of output of livestock and sheep breeding. Conversely, it rose 
both on kolkhozes and sovkhozes. The increase in wage expenditures in the struc- 
ture of the production costs of livestock products with a decrease in their pro- 
portion was due to the fact that the payment per man-hour of work rose more rapidly 
than labor productivity grew. In poultry breeding, where labor productivity in- 
creased at higher rates, wage expenditures in the proc ‘ction costs of 1,000 eggs 
decreased both in relative and absolute terms, although the highest payment per 
man-hour of work was attained in this sector. Thus, a decrease in wage expendi- 
tures in the production costs of livestock products and a reduction of production 
costs can be attained through a significant rise in labor productivity.

The dependence of the production costs of livestock products on labor productivity 
and wages is characterized by the data in table 2. 


A study of the data presented in table 2 shows that labor productivity growth on 

kolkhozes and sovkhozes during the analyzed period led to a reduction of 0.60 and 
0.70 rubles in the production costs of 1 quintal of milk, of 4.27 and 3.25 rubles, 
in the production costs of 1 quintal of gain in the weight of large-horned cattle, 
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of 2.99 and 2.72 rubles in the production costs of 1 quintal of gain in hogs and 
of 6.21 and 6.63 rubles in the production costs of 1 quintal of poultry meat re- 
spectively. As a result of labor productivity growth, the production costs of 
1,000 eggs decreased by 2.5 percent on kolkhozes and by 3.4 percent on sovkhozes. 
As we see, labor productivity growth is a very important condition for lowering 
production costs. The more labor productivity increases, the more noticeably pro- 
duction costs decrease. However, labor productivity growth, ultimately, is not 
«iways accompanied by a decrease in production costs. Labor productivity affects 
production costs through an increase in the volume of output produced in a unit of 
time. Production costs themselves are made up of expenditures of material assets 
on the production of products and of outlays on wages and depend on labor produc- 
tivity growth, as well as on the nature of the changes in these outlays.

During the analyzed period simultaneously with labor productivity growth wages in- 
creased considerably in all animal husbandry sectors. This increased the produc- 
tion costs of 1 quintal of milk on kolkhozes by 1.00 ruble and on sovkhozes, by 
1.23 rubles and of 1 quintal of gain in large-horned cattle, by 5.43and 4.80 ru- 
bles, in hogs, by 4.01 and 2.47 rubles and in poultry, by 5.38 and 1.29 rubles. 

In sheep breeding the labor intensiveness of production decreased slowly and, in 
practice, the productivity of animals did not increase. In the absence of labor 
productivity growth and an increase in wages in this sector the production costs 
of a unit of gain in mutton and wool on sovkhozes rose by 5 to 6 percent. 


Hence it is evident that the rates of labor productivity growth are not yet suffi- 
cient for compensation for the expenditures on direct wages of the sector's wor- 
kers. The decrease in production costs attained through labor productivity growth 
is leveled by the increase in wage expenditures and the actual production costs of 
many types of livestock products rise. Only in poultry breeding, which in large 
measure has been transferred to an industrial basis, labor productivity growth out- 
strips the increase in the wage level. As a result, during the 10th Five-Year Plan 
the production costs of 1,000 eggs, on the average, were lowered by 1.4 percent on 
kolkhozes and by 2.3 percent on sovkhozes. 


The correlation of the rates of growth of labor productivity and wages in the pro- 
duction of various types of livestock products is characterized by the following 
data (table 3). 


It is evident from table 3 that during the period under consideration the optimal- 
ity of proportions of the rates of growth of wages and labor productivity in most 
animal husbandry sectors was disrupted. For example, in 1976-1978, as compared 
with 1966-1970, hourly labor productivity in milk production increased by 40.8 
percent on kolkhozes and only by 1 percent on sovkhozes, but the payment per man- 
hour increased by 52.5 and 53.6 percent. During that period labor productivity in 
the production of sheep products on sovkhozes was even lowered, although wages 
rose considerably. 


The rates of growth of labor productivity lag behind the growth of wages through- 
out animal husbandry. In 1978, on the average, on the country's kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes gross livestock output (in comparable prices of 1973) per man-hour in- 
creased by 70 percent, as compared with 1965, and by 30 percent, as compared with 
1970. At the same time, the payment per man-hour worked in the sector increased 
by 99 and 57 percent respectively. Owing to this, the increase in labor produc- 
tivity did not lead to a reduction of the costs of iivestock products. 


Thus, labor productivity growth lowers production costs only if the rates of 
growth outstrip the increase in wage expenditures. Therefore, an increase in the 
rates of labor productivity growth is the most important factor in a decrease in 
the production costs of livestock products.

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A further increase in wages is planned during the llth Five-Year Plan. At the 
same time, the task of significantly increasing the rates of labor productivity 
growth, as compared with the 10th Five-Year Plan, is set. Provision is made for 


an outstripping growth of end products as compared with an increase in labor and 
material expenditures. 


The low rates of labor productivity growth, despite the intensified technical e- 
quipment of animal husbandry, are due mainly to the sector's incomplete material 
and technical supply and the insufficient productivity of animals. According to 
the data of the annual reports of kolkhozes and sovkhozes in 1978, only 35 percent 
of the large-horned cattle and one-half of the hog stock are placed on farms with 
overall mechanization. In poultry brecding overall mechanization reached 46 per- 
cent on kolkhozes and 70 percent on sovkhozes. However, manual labor predominates 
in sheep breeding. Owing tc the incomplete mechanization of animal husbandry farms, 
some operations are performed by highly productive machines and the operations fol- 
lowing them, manually. Owing to this, the increase in the expenditures on the 
purchase of mechanization equipment does not attain a high effect. Furthermore, 
the level of mechanization and labor intensiveness of livestock products constantly 
changes over the years and such an instability is due to the unreliability of 
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mechanization equipment and to the scarcity of spare parts for it. Practice shows 
that many parts and subassemblies of animal husbandry equipment wear out more rap- 
idly than envisaged by standards. For example, conveyers for manure removal and 
bearings and V-belts in ventilation and fodder distribution systems fail very of- 
ten. The entire flexible cable on fodder distributors has to be changed in 1 year. 
However, even animal husbandry complexes do not receive spare parts for the normal 
operation of mechanization equipment. For example, in Ryazanskaya Oblast only 12 
percent of the orders of animal husbandry complexes for pipes are filled and such 
equipment parts as cables, pumps, instrumentation and automation facilities are not 
allocated at all. Kolkhozes and sovkhozes incur big expenditures on the repair and 
technical servicing of mechanization equipment, which increases wage expenditures 
and depreciation deductions and raises production costs. 


At a session of the All-Union Order of Lenin Academy of Agricultural Sciences imeni 
V. I. Lenin, which examined the problems of acceleration of scientific and techni- 
cal progress in agriculture in 1979, it was stated that the machine system designed 
for a planned increase in labor productivity was mastered by industry slowly and 
this lowered the effect of its introduction into production and did not lead toa 
decrease in production costs. For example, the output of 240 new technological 
facilities for the equipment of livestock barns was envisaged for the 10th Five- 
Year Plan, but only about one-half of this equipment was supplied to agricultural 
enterprises. At the same time, farms receive obsolete models. The quality of many 
types of equipment has serious shortcomings and does not meet modern operating re- 
quirements. All this hampers a rapid increase in labor productivity. 


The decisions of the 26th CPSU Congress set the task of raising the level of mech- 
anization of agricultural work primarily on animal husbandry farms. During the 
lith Five-Year Plan the power-worker ratio on kolkhozes and sovkhozes will in- 
crease 1.5-fold and the capital-labor ratio, 1.4-fold. The deliveries of new e- 
quipment will increase. "It is a question of the further increase in the techni- 
cal equipment of agriculture and rise in the productivity, durability and reliabil- 
ity of the machinery and equipment delivered to rural areas," noted the account- 
ability report of the CPSU Central Committee to the 26th congress. The further 
increase in labor productivity through an overall introduction and improvement in 
the quality of mechanization equipment is one of the main directions in the de- 
crease in the production costs of livestock products. | 


The most productive utilization of labor resources and material and monetary as- 
sets is attained in specialized enterprises with a high production concentration 
on an industrial basis (table 4). A high concentration of production at its op- 
tim:m level and overali mechanization contribute to a sharp reduction in the ex- 
penditures of labor and funds per unit of output produced on an industrial basis. 
Whereas, on the average, 53 and 39 man-hours per quintal of increase in the weight 
of large-horned cattle were spent on the coumtry's kolkhozes and sovkhozes in 
1978, 11.8 man-hours were spent on fattening sites of a capacity of 5,000 head in 
the RSFSR and 7 man-hours, of a capacity of 10,000 head. Its production costs at 
these enterprises are lower by a factor of 1.3 to 1.8 than on ordinary farms of 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 


The work time annually spent per quintal of pork at hog breeding complexes with a 
closed production cycle of a capacity of 108,000 head is one-fourth of the time 
spent at enterprises with 12,C00 head and the material and monetary assets annually 
spent at the former are 30 percent lower than at the latter.

The decrease in the expenditures of live labor and in production costs in special- 
ized enterprises was the result of the high concentration and overall mechaniza- 
tion of all production processes of the technological cycle. However, fattening is 
mechanized at most interfarm enterprises for the production of beef and pork. 
Fattening animals according to industrial technology, interfarm enterprises attain 
a high productivity of labor and lower production costs as compared with kolkhozes 
--members of interfarm cooperatives--engaged in the reproduction of young stock 
(table 5). 


At interfarm enterprises direct labor expenditures per quintal of gain in hogs 
during fattening total only 2.1 to 4.5 man-hours, whereas on an increase in their 
size, 5 to 20 man-hours. The labor intensiveness of production at the stage of 
reproduction is 10 times as high as during fattening and more. The production 
costs of 1 quintal of gain in the live weight of hogs ranges from 1,101.3 rublec 
during reproduction to 97.49 rubles during an increase in size and to 66.59 rubles 
during fattening.

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The sharp difference in labor expenditures and material and monetary assets per

In turn, however, the low labor productivity and the very high production costs 
of the reproduction of young stock lower the efficiency of all production attained 
by the intensification of its concluding stage.

Therefore, in order to further 








increase labor productivity in the sector and to lower production costs, it is 
necessary to intensify and raise labor productivity at all the stages of the tech- 
nological cycle. 


Production specialization and concentration on the basis of interfarm cooperation 
led to an intrasectorial division of labor among enterprises. Hainly the fatten- 
ing and partially increase in the size of young stock are the spheres of activity 
of interfarm enterprises for beef and pork production and the reproduction of young 
stock, of kolkhozes--cooperative members. Therefore, labor expenditures and pro- 
duction costs at interfarm enterprises reflect the results of economic activity at 
the concluding stages of production and on kolkhozes, during reproduction. the most 
complex and labor intensive stage of the single technological cycle. When compar- 
ing production costs and other indicators of efficiency of beef and pork produc- 
tion at interfarm enterprises and on kolkhozes, it is necessary to take into con- 
sideration the characteristics of output in both. 


In hog breeding placing only the concluding stage of production on an interfarm 
basis led to a high efficiency of this stage alone. 


The reconstruction of previously built farms and the introduction of advanced tech- 
nologies of keeping animals represent great potentials for lowering production 
costs through labor productivity growth. For example, the reconstruction of the 
reproducing shop and the introduction of a fixed keeping of suckling dams at the 
Velikiy Oktyabr' Hog Breeding Complex in Voronezhskaya Oblast increased the capac- 
ity of the hog house by 20 percent, improved the veterinary and sanitary state, 
reduced the dropout of hoglings and lowered labor expenditures per weaner hogling. 
Direct labor expenditures were lowered by 5.5 percent and the production costs of 

a weaner hogling decreased by 7.4 percent. 


With the introduction of the new technology of increasing the size of hoglings in 
battery cages at the Velikiy Oktyabr' Interfarm Enterprise the expenditures on the 
construction of barns per animal decreased by 40 percent, their capacity almost 
doubled, labor expenditures per unit of output were lowered to one-fourth and 
weight gains increased by 20 to 25 percent. The small-group keeping of fattened 
hogs (20 to 25 head in a stall instead of 50 head in large-group keeping) contrib- 
uted to an increase of 4.7 to 9.2 percent in gains at this stage and to a decrease 
of 1.1 percent in its production costs. Overall mechanization with elements of 
partial production automation made it possible to increase the norm of load per 
operator to 1,700 head during an increase in the size of hogs and to 3,000 head 
during fattening. 


An increase in the productivity of animals and in the volume of output is the ba- 
sis for a reduction of production costs and increase in labor productivity on all 
categories of farms. The potentials for lowering production costs lie both in a 
decrease in the labor intensiveness of production and in an increase in the pro- 
ductivity of animals. Calculations show that, if on the country's kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes labor productivity is increased to the level attained on specialized 
hog breeding sovkhozes, production costs per quintal of gain in hogs will be low- 
ered by 18.09 rubles, or by 10.6 percent, on kolkhozes and by 3.73 rubles, or by 
2.5 percent, on sovkhozes. When the productivity of hogs is raised to the level 
on specialized farms, production costs will be lowered by 5.97 and 0.90 rubles 
respectively and, when direct labor expenditures per unit of gain are reduced, by 
12.12 and 2.83 rubies. 
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Conclusions 


In order to lower the production costs of livestock products under the conditions 
of the sector's saturation with equipment and an accelerated development of scien- 
tific and technical progress, at all enterprises it is necessary to implement a 

set of measures for the further improvement in the material and technical base, 
reduction of manual labor, rise in labor productivity, increase in the productivity 
of animals and improvement in the organization and management of production in the 
sector.

ECONOMIC WATCH OVER ESTONIAN LIVESTOCK SECTOR DISCUSSED

Merimaa, chairman of the ESSR people's control committee, 
Tallinn: “Along an Important Front") 


[Text] The ESSR veople's control committee has developed and is persistently 
implementing a plan that is based upon an all-round approach for exercising control 
over animal husbandry. We are directing the people's control committees and groups 
to carry out inspections along such lines as: the fulfillment of measures which 
will ensure development of the fsed base and high quality feed, expanding the 
reproduction of a pure-bred herd, raising the quality of animal husbandry products 
and so forth. 


Animal husbandry is developing at a rather intensive rate throughout the republic. 
At the present time, there are 56 head of large-horned cattle on the average for 
every 100 hectares of agricultural land and they are producing 186 quintals of meat 
and 809 quintals of milk. Under these conditions and for the purpose of raising 
productivity still further, decisive importance is attached to increasing the 
amount and, equally important, raising the quality of the feed, with emphasis being 
placed upon internal feed production. 


At the Center of Attention 


First of all, the question was raised during an inspection of supplying feed for 

the larger farms. Initially, there were some who attempted to dissuade us from 

the advisability of such a step, pointing out that everything was going well on 

such farms. However, when our comrades investigated the status of affairs on these 
farms, the situation turned out to be quite different. There had actually been no 
increase in feed production. The documentation prepared for feed production by the 
Estsel'‘khozproyekt Institute in many instances remained only on paper. Some plans 
were not subjected to a thorough examination and the planned increase was not 
achieved. In the cuse of other plans, serious mistakes were tolerated from the very 
beginning. 


We were able to uncover all of this during the course of inspections and we 
emphatically required the leaders of farms to correct the situation.

In the campaign to raise the quality of feed, assistance was sought from all farm 
and laboratory groups, from the activists of rayon committees and departments of the 
republic committee and from agricultural specialists and institutes. The inspectors 
are focusing maximum attention on the need for ensuring strict observance of the 
feed procurement technology and retaining the original quality of the feed. Thus, 
many factors which tend to lower the quality of feed during their transporting and 
storage are being averted and laboratory analysis of the feed being supplied to the 
farms has been organized. 


Another area in which we concentrated our attention was that of exercising control 
over reproduction of a pure-bred herd. It is clear that the solving of the problem 
of a herd's pedigree requires a considerable amount of knowledge and time. It was 
necessary to equip the people's control workers and activists with a true knowledge 
of animal husbandry. Towards this end and jointly with scientists from the 
Estonian Institute of Animal Husbandry and Veterinary Science, we decided to assist 
the inspectors in preparing a methodological handbook, which was published in the 
form of individual pamphlets and distributed to all farm people's control rayon 
committees and groups. 


For the purpose of obtaining a more thorough study of the problem, special committees 
or sectors were formed in the groups of many farms and on large farms -- control 
posts. In the recent decree of the party and government entitled "Intensifying the 
Work of Realizing Economies and Ensuring Rational Use of Raw Material, Fuel-Energy 
and Other Material Resources,'' mention is made of the importance of the mass 
movement by workers to achieve maximum economies in agriculture. We are attempting 
to enlist more industrious people to serve as scouts and we are relying upon their 
assistance. We are assigning them specific tasks and defining their work sectors. 
For example, control is being exercised over the maintenance of replacement young 
stock, including the isolated raising of calves by age groups and the organization 
of and the very process of feeding the young stock. Noticeable increases have 

taken place on the farms in the number of cows, in the milk yields and in the weight 
increases. Last year, five percent more calves were obtained than during the 
preceeding year. 


At the present time, it is realistic to expect to obtain an average of 4,000 or 
more kilograms of milk per cow provided, certainly, that in the future the herd 
will be augmented by young stock possessing high pedigree qualities. 


What Did the Inspections Reveal? 


The scouts established constant control over the quality of the milk and dairy 
products. The initial inspections were conducted in Paydeskiy Rayon, where the 
average rayon milk yields ranged up to 4,000 kilograms per cow. However, on many 
farms the milk was of low quality. 


A seminar was conducted in Paydeskiy Rayon for the chairmen of rayon committees. 
Following this, all farms producing low quality milk underwent inspections. Whereas 
in 1975, for the republic as a whole, 80 percent of the milk sold was of first class 
quality, today the figure has been raised to 94.4. By increasing the sale of first 
class milk, the farms obtained more than 6 million rubles worth of additional 
profit. 
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With regard to meat production, a substantial reserve for increasing it is that of 
improving the marketing conditions of the animals being sold. Here we also 
succeeded in achieving comparatively good results. Of large-horned cattle sold to 
the state, 82 percent of the animals were in a high state of nourishment, with the 
average sales weight for one head being 441 kilograms. Over a period of 5 years, 
approximately 200 million rubles were paid out in the form of bonuses to kolkhozes 
and sovkhozes for the sale of full-weight animals. Other substantial economic 
results were achieved in animal husbandry in the republic. For example, direct 
labor expenditures for the production of 1 quintal of milk amounted to 3.6 man-hours 
and for 1 quintal of pork -- 10.2 man-hours. One hundred and ten feed units were 
expended for the production of 1 quintal of milk and for pork -- 594. Production 
profitability for milk and kolkhozes and sovkhozes during 1980 amounted to 16, for 
cattle undergoing fattening -- 32 and for swine -- 30 percent. 


The scouts did not overlook the status of farm mechanization. They also intensified 
control over the correctness of computations between subordinate enterprises and the 
farms for technical services. Since continuous operation of the equipment is closely 
associated with the skills of the mechanics and fitters and with logistical support 
for the farms, special attention was given to these aspects during the inspections. 


It must be stated that in addition to the successes achieved in animal husbandry 
there are still many unsolved problems and bottlenecks remaining to be improved. by 
the organs of people's control. At the present time, our efforts are being directed 
towards responding to the decree of the CC CPSU entitled "Further Improvements in 
Control Over and Checking Upon Fulfillment in Light of the Decisions Handed Down 
During the 26th CPSU Congress" and assisting the rural workers in successfully 
carrying out the harvest work, creating a strong foundation for high productivity in 
public animal husbandry and satisfying more completely the population's requirements 
for food products.

HOG-RAISING GIVEN PRIORITY IN BELORUSSIAN SSR

[Text] Further development of animal husbandry is 
one of the urgent tasks which was posed before rural workers 
by the 26th Party Congress. And this is not accidental 
since this branch has to play the chief role in accom 
plishing the food program. In particular, during the llth 
Five-Year Plan the republic's animal husbandry workers have 
to ensure an average annual production of meat at the level 
of 950,000--1,000,000 tons in slaughtered weight, substan- 
tially more than in the last five-year plan. An important 
source for obtaining meat is hog raising, the fastest ripen- 
ing branch and one which has not exhausted its possibilities. 
In view of the reiatively small expenditure of feeds, the 
high reimbursement on capital investments, and its 
adaptability to industrial technology, hog raising in our 
country should be given maximum attention. This branch has 
to be conducted more intensively at industrial type enter- 
prises and better use has to be made of the possibilities 
for producing pork at the livestock sections of non-spec- 
ialized farms and on private subsidiary farms. 


At the present time the hog raising branch, it can be said, is living through a 
period of organizational breakdown which is connected with its shift to an indust- 
rial basis. More than 20 large hog raising complexes are already operating in the 
republic. On the whole, last year state, kolkhoz, and interfarm complexes and in- 
dustrial type sections produced almost 60,000 tons of pork,’ or 31.7 percent of its 
total production. But despite the fact that the capacities of the large recon- 
structed and new hog raising sections and complexes have substantially increased 
and the economic indicators of the production of pork have improved in them, on 
the whole, the branch's efficiency is declining. In the 10th Five-Year Plan alone 
the cost of a single quintal of additional hog weight increased from 175.4 to 
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217.2 rubles on the kolkhozes and sovkhozes. As a result, hog raising continues to 
produce substantial losses. 


Under the pretext of a concentration of hog raising in specialized farms and at 
large complexes, many farm leaders, paying attention to purely economic motives 
(the profitability of beef production), eliminated their hog sections and thereby 
deprived themselves of an important source for increasing the production of meat. 
From 1975 through 1980 alone the number of hog raising farms in the republic de- 
creased by 10 percent. With an overezll increase in the production of meat in the 
public sector during that period of four percent, the production of pork decreased 
by 10.7 percent. Its proportion in the republic's meat balance decreased from 
42.9 to 39.6 percent in all categories of farms and from 29 to 24.8 percent in the 
public sector. 


Such are the facts. 


The experience connected with the solution of the meat problem in a number of for- 
eign countries convincingly confirms the large role of hog raising. In many of 
them pork accounts for from 33 to 50 percent of total meat production. For this 
reason, the task of the "resurrection" of the branch is extremely important. The 
production of pork has to be brought to 30 percent of total meat procurements. 


A further deepening of specialization and an increased concentration of the pro- 
duction of pork at large complexes will remain the basis for the effective devel- 
opment of hog raising for the near future. At the same time, swine raising has to 
be preserved as a supplemental and, frequently, auxiliary branch on practically 
all farms and, first of all, on those which at the present time possess the nec- 
essary housing for this. Size has to be determined by the concrete potentialities 
of the farms. However, the realization of this demand is encountering a number of 
difficulties both of an economic and of an organizational character. 


An analysis of the state of hog raising on farms which have relatively small sec- 
tions testifies to the fact that it is developing there, as a rule, in a closed 
cycle; that is, each of them has reproduction and fattening parts. It is generally 
known that the stage of the reproduction of piglets is the most labor intensive 
one technologically and organizatic ially. This especially concerns small hog 
sections where it is difficult to ensure the proper conditions for the feeding and 
maintenance of the sows, to perform breeding work, and so forth, which, in the 
final analysis, leads to a decrease in the production of piglets and an increase 
in the cost of output. This is witnessed by the facts. Thus, in 1980 the pro- 
duction of piglets per brood sow came to 14.3 on our sovkhozes and 12.6 on our 
kolkbozes. The cost of one quintal of additional piglet up to two months old is 
in the range of 250-270 rubles, while on 377 farms it exceeded 300 rubles. 


By comparison, let us note that the best hog raising farms obtained 18 and more 
piglets from each brood sow. These indicators are even higher at the hog raising 
complexes of the sovkhoz-combine "Borisovskiy" and the kolkhoz "Put' k Kommunizmu”" 
in Grodnenskiy Rayon. Here an average of more than 20 piglets are obtained from 
the brood sow, and their preservation level is 95 percent. 
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The shortage of piglets for fattening is a serious brake upon the development of 
hog raising in private farming also, since raising hogs is very demanding and buy- 
ing them on the market is expensive. The kolkhozes and sovkhozes are not yet able 
to provide the population with material help here because many of them do not have 
hog sections. For this reason, in many cases village inhabitants fatten piglets 
only for their own consumption. 


Where is the way out of the situation? In our opinion, in the concentration and 
shift to a modern technological basis of above all piglet reproduction shops. [In 
this connection, the necessity has arisen for having a good reproduction farm lit- 
erally in every rayon. The piglets sent up by them should be in large parties, 
which will make it possible to put together homogeneous groups and reduce the num- 
ber of service personnel. Moreover, the introduction of a progressive technology 
on reproduction farms, the organization of breeding work and the use of hybridi- 
zation in hog raising, the concentration of feed resources, and the solution of a 
number of other problems will make it possible to substantially increase the pro- 
duction of piglets, decrease the expenditures for raising them, and, consequently, 
their sale price will become much lower. We believe that the organization of 
specialized reproduction farms will also make it possible to accomplish the task 
of providing the population with young livestock for fattening, as is provided for 
in the decree of the CC CPSU "On Additional Measures to Increase the Production of 
Agricultural Output on the Private Subsidiary Farms of Citizens." 


The fact that this work can be conducted with scope and highly efficiently is in- 
dicated by the experience of our best reproduction farms, particularly, the 

sovkhoz "Slonimskiy" in Slonimskiy Rayon. Last year it obtained 18,860 piglets, 

of which around 12,000 were sold to farms for fattening and around 1,000 to the 
population. The production of piglets per brood sow came to 20.8 head, with 6 

head at a single birth. Labor expenditures per quintal of pork came to 17.5 man- 
hours, and the cost of one quintal of additional weight to only 142 rubles. Pig- 
lets are sold for 2 rubles 60 kopeks for a kilogram of live weight. Last year the 
sovkhoz received 879,000 rubles in profits from selling them, and the profitability 
of hog raising reached 72 percent. 


The fattening farms which buy the piglets here are also in a advantageous pos- 
ition. Despite the rather high purchase price, the fattening of the young live- 
stock ensures them substantial profits. Thus, the cost of one quintal of addition- 
al hog weight on the kolkhoz "Pobeditel’" in the same rayon, including the ex- 
penditures for the purchase of piglets, came last year to 154.8 rubles, with a 

sale price of 192.6 rubles. The sovkhoz received almost 450,000 rubles in profits 
from the sale of 1,200 tons of pork. 


And lastly. Primarily one or two hog raising farms which exist in every rayon and 
which possess good sections should be specialized in raising piglets. The repro- 
duction sections of large hog raising complexes could also be used for this purpose. 
This will make it possible to make more efficient use of cadres of specialists 

and auxiliary services and, thereby, to decrease expenditures for the production 
of pork. The raising of piglets for the needs of the auxiliary sections of kolk- 


hozes and sovkhozes and also of the population could also be conducted on a co- 
operative basis by all of the farms. All of this will serve our common task-—an 


increase in the production of meat in the country.

PRIVATE PLOT DEVELOPMENT RECOMMENDATIONS 
Organizational Aid Urged

{Text] Kindness is not wasted in those areas where it is showered 
upon people -- such is the conclusion reached in a lstter received 
from a Penza economist. In it, he analyzes two opposing situations -- 
when assistance is provided for a private plot and, conversely, when 
it is left without attention or concern.

Life itself confirms the vital nature of the decisions being handed down by the 
party and government in connection with the development of private plots. 


But today not all of the local agricultural organs or farm leaders are devoting the 
necessary. attention to this important work and this is resulting in a reduction in 
the output of the LPKh's [ lichnoye podsobnoye khozyaystvo; private plot]. 


There are obviously many reasons for the reduction that has taken place in the 
number of livestock in the private sector. But the principal ones include -- 
absence of constant assistance on the part of the local organs in acquiring 
livestock and poultry and the feed required for them; poor organization of 
procurements of surplus products from the population; village construction (multi- 
story buildings and absence of farmyards) which does not meet the requirements for 
the maintenance of private plots. 


Many examples could be cited showing the results which ensue from the carrying out 
of such short-sighted policies in our Penzenskaya Oblast. 


Over a period of 10 years, the private milking herd of workers attached to the 
Rodina Association in Nizhnelomovskiy Rayon decreased by a factor of five and 
presently numbers only 150 head. Members of the Kolkhoz imeni Lenin maintain a 
similar number of livestock. 


Ten years ago, approximately 15,000 cows were being maintained on private plots 
throughout the rayon as a whole and today -- just slightly more than 4,000. 
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The situation is the same in Bednodem'yanovskiy Rayon. At the present time, there 
are not even 2,000 cows in the private sector here and yet 12 years ago there were 
10 times this figure. 


There are kolkhoz and sovkioz leaders who still do not accept any responsibility for 
the private plots of rural residents. Their logic is well known: they maintain 
that they are held strictly accountable for the state plans for selling animal 
husbandry and farming products and thus the owners of privately maintained livestock 
must look out for themselves. 


Thus the rural residents graze their livestock wherever it is possible to do so and 
they have difficulty in obtaining feed for them. And, finally, it is said that the 
cows are becoming "unnecessary" in the rural villages. 


The leaders of many farms refer to a feed shortage. However, a check has revealed 
that quite often this is nothing more than en excuse. Last year, more than 100 
hectares of corn were not harvested at the Rossiya Kolkhoz in Luninskiy Rayon and at 
the Iskra Kolkhoz, the Taneyevskiy Sovkhoz and at the Severnyy and other farms, the 
straw was burned and unharvested crops plowed under (although the reports showed 

the plans as having been "fulfilled") in order to free areas as rapidly as possible 
for autumn plowing. And subsequently feed was obtained from neighboring farms. 
Hence, losses ensued: at the Iskra Kolkhoz, they amounted to 340,000 rubles in 
1980, at the Taneyevskiy and Zarya Kommunizma Sovkhozes -- 3 million rubles each, 

at the Severnyy Sovkhoz -- 4.5 million and at the Rossiya Kolkhoz -- 878,000 rubles. 
And indeed if the leaders of these farms had shown initiative this summer, the owners 
of the cows could have accomplished much by themselves. And the advantages would 
have been threefold in nature -- for the state, for the farm and for those rural 
residents having livestock. 


If the executive committees of local soviets, together with the leaders of farms, 
had given serious thought to easing the labor being performed in the private sector, 
it is quite possible that the machine operators, animal husbandrymen and yes many 
specialists would have expressed a desire to acquire a cow, a young pig or poultry, 
as is taking place, for example, in Kolyshleyskiy Rayon. Here the rayispolkom has 
approved the initiative of residents of the village of Koltovskiy, who resolved 
during one of their meetings to increase the number of livestock and poultry on the 
private plots and the production of animal husbandry products. The rayispolkom 
also recommended that the sovkhoz directors and kolkhoz chai-men examine the 
measures set forth in the production-financial plans for ensuring that workers and 
kolkhoz members are supplied with the coarse and succulent feed required for their 
privately maintained livestock and poultry. The repair and construction section is 
charged with installing the necessary outbuildings. 


And those people who realized they were being supported, undertook to carry out 
their work in a more confident manner. There are now 398 cows being maintained on 
420 farmyards of the Koltovskiy village soviet. More than 1,000 villagers -- 
children and adults -- now have their own unpurchased milk. A large quantity of 
milk is being sold to the state. 


In addition, last year the Sovkhoz imeni Oktyabr'skaya Revolyutsiya purchased 217 
head of large-horned cattle from its workers and pensioners and also 238 swine. 
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This represented more than 1,000 quintals of meat. The Board of Directors of the 
sovkhoz understands the needs of the workers and strives to support their private 
plots. In 1980, the population was able to purchase 6,057 young pigs, nine cows 

and a considerable quantity of feed: 684 tons of straw, 140 tons of hay and 380 

tons of grain and grain waste products. During the first 3 months of 1981 the sovkhoz 
sold more than 300 young pigs and in excess of 70 head of large-horned cattle to the 
villagers and all at state prices. Transport vehicles are being made available for 
delivering the feed to the farmyards. The private plots are being supplied with 
mixed feed by the raypo [rayon consumers’ society]. 


The Koltovskiy village soviet of people's deputies, headed by the chairman of the 
executive committee R.A. Chepurina, is devoting a great amount of attention to the 
development of the private plots. In the spring, the members of a deputy group will 
make the rounds of the farmsteads. They will determine more precisely the number of 
young pigs, chicks and ducklings required by the rural residents, after which 
requisitions will be submitted to the poultry factories and sovkhozes. The village 
soviet is furnishing assistance in acquiring feed to pensioners, to the families of 
dead soldiers and also to the families of those serving in the army. And when the 
time comes for summer grazing or the cutting down of hay, it furnishes assistance in 
dividing up the grazing land and perennial grass meadows and in organizing the 
harvesting, drying and delivery of the hay to the homes. Each young family, if it 
so desires, is provided with a cow the cost of which it can pay for in installments. 
All of these problems are discussed on a regular basis during meetings of the 
executive committee of the village soviet. The residents of Koltovskiy Village do 
not deliver their products to the market, but rather they turn tnem over to the 
farm; this releases them from many unnecessary concerns. 


{t bears mentioning that by no means is full use being made of the opportunities for 
procuring products from the population in Penzenskaya Oblast and this is borne out 
by the following example: in the village of Podgornyy in Mokshanskiy Rayon, a 
marketing-procurement point was opened up with the aid of a local sovkhoz and 
approximately 10 tons of meat were procured from the population during the first 15 
days of its operations. 


At the present. time, the plans call for a program to be carried out in the oblast 
for improving the work of the procurement organizations. In particular, this 
program calls for the establishment of 200 receiving-procurement points such that 
they will be in operation on the territory of each village soviet. 


The development of the private plots is an important state task and one which 
should prove to be advantageous to the kolkhozes, sovkhozes and rural residents. 
Kindness is not wasted in those areas where it is showered on people, but rather it 
is multiplied.

Success Based On Confidence 
Moscow SEL'SKAYA ZHIZN' in Russian 9 Sep 81 p 2

[Text] The deputies of the Idritsa village soviet, together with the management of 
the local sovkhoz-technical school, are striving not only to create conditions for 
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the residents for managing their plots but in addition they are furnishing assistance 
in marketing their surplus products without difficulty. 


This is by no means a simple task. Indeed the task of delivering milk to a plant 
from a large sovkhoz farm, where hundreds of cows are housed under one roof, is far 
more simple than collecting milk from dozens of farmsteads located in different 
villages. Here a system is required that operates with the accuracy of a machine. 


My acquaintance with the organization of milk collections in towns of the village 
soviet began on the pier of the Idritsa Dairy Plant whera, together with vehicles 
which deliver products from neighboring kolkhozes and sovkhozes, the carts of 
collectors of milk from private cows arrive each morning. I held a conversation 
with one of the collectors -- Klavdiya Konstantinovna Teselkina -- from the village 
of Zarodishche. Here is how her day is arranged. 


After the cows have been milked -- and there are seven in the village -- the 
residents bring the surplus milk to the home of Klavdiya Konstantinovna. At about 
0700 hours, she harnesses a horse made available to her by the sovkhoz and departs 
for the village of Loino, 3 kilometers distant. Here she collects the milk from 
12 cows. Obviously, the people do not wait for her to arrive. Those who must 
hurry off to work leave their earthenware pots on the porch, with a note as to the 
number of liters,lying alongside. Another 3 kilometers -- the village of Stoyaki 
where there are five cows. 


After gathering up the products from three villages, Teselkina departs for Idritsa 
and the plant. She usually carries 6-7 and at times 8 full milk cans, amounting to 
roughly 300 liters. A laboratory technician checks the fat content and acidity 
level and prepares the documents and thereafter Klavdiya Konstantinovna, at about 
1200 hours, leaves for the post office. She is also a rural letter carrier. By 
1700 hours, the mail has been delivered and it is now time to tend to her own 
private plot -- a cow and young pigs. 


The village soviet has six milk collectors. Last year, they delivered 170 tons of 
milk to the plant. A considerable and additional resource for the state: Almost 
all of the collectors are pensioners and they are familiar with the concerns of 
their customers, their difficulties, the types of cows they have and with the feed 
situation. And the people pay them respect and recognize the social usefulness of 
their work. 


For this is what a milk collector must be -- a figure of considerable importance in 
the rural areas. Indeed, the people trust them with the fruits of their labor. He 
or she is an intermediary between the state procurement specialist, in this instance 
the dairy plant, and the private plot. 


It is obvious that the organization of milk collections from the farmsteads, the 
assignment of personnel and a horse, the keeping of records and checks carried out 
on the quality of the products -- all require concern and effort. But how is this 
concern and effort repaid? Last year, 1,330 kilograms of milk were procured from 
each cow here and the milk procurements this year are good. 
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The residents of Idritsa are wware that such a purely economic operation as the 
procurement of products from a peasant farmyard affects the entire moral atmosphere 
in the rural areas and requires both intelligence and tact on the part of the 
Organizers of such procurements. Any attempts to "juggle the figures" or exert 
pressure, as is being done in some areas, only serves to cause harm to the work. 

The chairman of the soviet, Taisiya Ivanovna Andreyenok, a fo. mer village teacher 
and skilled educator and organizer who possesses a good knowledge of people, 
succeeded in enlisting the aid of the deputy aktiv. The problems are now being 
solved on a collective basis, with complete understanding of the needs and potential 
of each family. 


Many complicated situations arise, especially in the autumm during the period of 
meat and potato procurements. For example, here is one example. A practice exists 
within the zone of concluding agreements between the residents and the soviet for 
the raising and sale of livestock. Similar agreements are concluded during the 
winter and they are characterized by mutual obligations: the residents -- to raise 
a calf of definite weight prior to the autumn, the village soviet -- to assist by 
providing feed through consumer cooperation at the rate of 1 kilogram per 5 
kilograms of live weight and also transport vehicles for delivering the livestock to 
the Malinovskiy Fattening Sovkhoz. 


When the time draws near for selling the calf, its owner submits a request for a 
transport vehicle. The soviet must monitor the situation and ensure that it arrives 
at the time stipulated earlier and it must ascertain if the owner of the livestock 
entertains any doubts regarding the receiving point of the sovkhoz for determining 
the weight or concerning the monetary calculations. The individual loses time for 
no purpose and feels offended and by-passed -- the next time he will not conclude an 
agreement, but rather he will slaughter the livestock himself and sell the meat 
through a cooperative commission shop or send it to market. Here there is obviously 
no great misfortune. The meat will find a market. But distrust arises. 


The village soviet, by exerting influence on the population, simultaneously 

rernulates to a certain degree the interrelationships between the various procurement 
Or;ans -- state and cooperative. How much meat in the state resources in accordance 
with the rayon's plan and how much for sale through the commission trade for sale 

to the population? This is a delicate matter and one which requires an understanding 
of state policy and the requirements of local residents who aze not engaged in 
private animal husbandry. 


In discussing the experience of the Idritsa Village Soviet, T.I. Andreyenok emphasized 
that an incentive system operates in the local villages -- both moral and material 
incentives -- the procurements of products from private plots precludes the 
possibility of pressure being imposed on the people or administrative influence. 


One of the principal conditions for success here is strict observance of the 
principle of voluntary work in the sale of surplus products and an atmosphere of 
trust and mutual understanding between the organizers of procurements and the rural 
residents. And the measures of assistance called for in the decree of the CC CPSU 
and the Council of Ministers, for those who maintain private plots, will promote a 
further strengthening of this trust.

CONCERN FOR DEVELOPMENT OF PRIVATE PLOT POTENTIAL EXPRESSED 
Moscow EKONOMIKA SEL'SKOGO KHOZYAYSTVA in Russian No 8, Aug 81 pp 91-92 
[Article: "Development of the Private Plots of Citizens") 


[Text] Kolkhozes, sovkhozes and other state enterprises and organizations 
constitute the foundation for socialist agriculture. In 1980, their proportion of 
state procurements of grain, sunflowers, sugar beets, cotton and spinning flax 

was 100 percent, livestock and poultry -- 95, milk -- 95, eggs -- 98, wool -- 83, 
potatoes -- 68, fruit and berries -- 70 and grapes -- 88 percent. "But by no means 
is this meant to imply" emphasized Comrade L.I. Brezhnev during the 26th CPSU 
Congress, “that the potential of the private plots can be neglected. Experience 
testifies to the fact that such plots can provide substantial assistance in the 
production of meat, milk and certain other products. The orchards, gardens, 
livestock and poultry which belong to workers represent a portion of our overall 
wealth." And this agrarian department of the country is presently producing almost 
one fourth of all gross agricultural output. 


The decree adopted by the CC CPSU and the USSR Council of Ministers entitled 
“Additional Measures for Increasing the Production of Agricultural Products on the 
Private Plots of Citizens" has stimulated still further the work of the country's 
agricultural organs in this direction. The successful implementation of the measures 
outlined in the decree will be of noticeable assistance to the social economy in 

the carrying out of the food program. 


It was noted in the degree that a definite amount of work has been carried out 
throughout the country in connection with increasing the production and procurements 
of agriculturai products on the private plots of citizens. The Board of the USSR 
Ministry of Agriculture, which convened in December 1980, examined in detail the 
manner in which this work is being carried out in Kaluzhskaya and Permskaya 

Oblasts. During the meeting of the Board, it was mentioned that the problems 
concerned with the production and sale of agricultural products fall under the 
supervision of the soviet and agricultural organs here and that they are 
periodically examined in the oblast executive committee, with the participation of 
executives from the rayon soviets of people's deputies. 


As a result, an increase has taken place in the number of individual types of 


livestock and poultry and also in the sale of agricultural products in a number of 
rayons in these oblasts. During the 1977-1979 period, the number of swine in 
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Permskaya Oblast increased by almost 30 percent and poultry -- by 8 percent. The 
production of vegetables increased by 50 percent and livestock and poultry -- by 
almost 14 percent. Milk procurements on the plots of the population increased by 
more than 16 percent. In 1979 and compared to 1977, meat production in Kaluzhskaya 
Oblast increased by 19 percent, wool -- by 16 percent, milk procurements increased 
by one fourth and meat -- by one fifth. The population is receiving definite 
assistance in the cultivation of the private plots, the procurement and transporting 
of feed, acquiring fruit tree seedlings and the seed for vegetable and other crops 
and in the sale of products. 


A socialist competition has been launched for the best organization of procurements 
of agricultural products from the population, with the results of the competition 
being summarized and publicized on a regular basis. The leading workers are being 
awarded material and moral incentives. Jointly with the kolkhoz administrations 
and sovkhoz managements, the village soviets are annually disclosing those families 
of kolkhoz members and sovkhoz manual and office workers desiring to raise young 
pigs, chicks and so forth. 


At the same time, as revealed during a discussion of these problems by the Board, 

by no means is full use being made of the potential that is ava’ lable for increasing 
the production and procurements of meat, milk and other produc? : on the private 
plots. 


During the past few years, a decrease has taken place in the number of large-horned 
cattle and sheep on the private plots of citizens in these oblasts. The production 
of milk, potatoes and certain other products has also decreased. Insufficient 
attention is being given to the development of collective horticulture and 

gardening. The requests of enterprises, organizations and institutes for the 
allocation of tracts of land for collective orchards and gardens are not being 
satisfied in a timely manner. The kolkbozes and sovkhozes in Permskaya and 
Kaluzhskaya Oblasts have been unable to organize the production of young pigs in 
quantities which will satisfy the requirements not only of kolkhoz members and manual 
and office workers but also the public farms. 


Not enough assistance is being furnished to the population in the form of feed for 
their private livestock and haying tracts and pastures are not being made available 
for extended use in all areas. In 1979, the sale and issuing of feed to kolkhoz 
members and sovkhoz manual and office workers in Permskaya Oblast decreased by 
almost one fifth compared to 1977 and in Kaluzhskaya Oblast -- by 25 percent. 


A check carried out in the various areas and a discussion of the problem by the 
Board have revealed that in a number of rayons in the mentioned oblasts proper value 
is not being attached to the role played by the private plots in augmenting the 
country's food resources. It would hardly be correct to blame this situation only 
on insufficient attention being given to this problem by the agricultural organs 

Or on other individual factors. The 3o0ard revealed an entire complex of causes of 
an economic and social nature. In one instance feed is not being made available, 

in another -- there is an absence of outbuildings, thirdly -- the system of 
procurements was not organized properly, fourthly -- light mechanization equipment 
was not available and so forth. It is obvious that the problem of developing the

private plots requires a systematic approach and a concentration of efforts on the 
part of many ministries, departments and economic organs. 


In the Board's decree, the need was pointed out for ensuring the production of young 
pigs at kolkhozes, sovkhozes and other farms, both for fully satisfying internal 
requirements and for sale to the population in quantities which will satisfy their 
requirements and for furnishing assistance to citizens in acquiring calves, lambs, 
young poultry and bee colonies. It was recommended that the kolkhozes and sovkhozes 
examine their production-financial plans and implement measures for ensuring that 
the livestock and poultry of kolkhoz members, manual and office workers and other 
citizens residing on the territories of the farms are supplied with coarse and 
succulent feed, that the private plots are plowed and that other assistance is 
furnished for maintaining the privat2 plots, including assistance in building 
facilities for the maintenance of th animals. The agricultural administrations of 
oblast executive committees are obli. ted to exercise constant control over the 
timely provision of haying and pasture land for the privately owned livestock. and 

to undertake additional measures aimed at expanding ths sooveterinary services for 
the livestock. USSR Ptitseprom [Administration of the Poultry Raising Industry] is 
tasked with undertaking the necessary measures for increasing the production of 
young poultry for incubator-poultry raising stations and poultry factories, for sale 
to the population. 


The elimination of the mentioned shortcomings and the implementation of the measures 
planned will enable the agricultural organs, kolkhozes and sovkhozes to improve the 
work of organizing the production and procurements of agricultural products on the 
private plots of the population. 





It should be remembered that the importance of the private plots is determined not 
only by the production volumes but also by increased income and a raised level of 
well-being for a definite category of rural workers. One must also remember moral 
satisfaction and the instilling of love for the land and for nature in our citizens. 
School children and persons of pension age who devoted many years to public 
production work to the best of their ability out on the private plots, acquiring 
skills in agricultural labor. The attraction of these additional labor reserves 
into production operations is a task deserving of great attention. 


The private plots can and must be developed based upon strengthening their contacts 
with public production,and this must be promoted by the rapid implementation of the 
complex of measures outlined in the decree of the CC CPSU and the USSR Council of 
Ministers. A great amount of work is being carried out in this regard by the USSR 
aMinistry of Agriculture, the local agricultural organs and the kolkhozes and 
“ sovkhozes. 


Priority attention is being given to developing measures for improving feed 
production, as the foundation for raising the productivity of animal husbandry. 

The successful implementation of measures aimed at raising the cropping power of 
forage crops in field feed production, intensifying the natural feed lands, 
creating an optimum structure for the feed lands and so forth, are making it 
possible for the kolkhozes and sovkhozes to provide more and better feed for the 
livestock of citizens. Additional measures aimed at increasing the reproduction of 
young pigs and poultry have been planned and are being implemented. 
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The land management service brings to light those lands which are suitable for 
collective horticulture and gardening. USSR Minsel'khoz [Ministry of Agriculture], 
USSR Minzag [Ministry of Procurements], USSR Minfin [Ministry of Finance] and the 
USSR CSA have developed , approved and sent out to the various areas standard 
agreements for the raising and procurements of livestock and poultry and surplus 
milk from the private plots. 


In accordance with a recommendation by USSR Minsel'khoz, USSR Goskomtrud [ State 
Committee for Labor and Wages of the USSR Council of Ministers] introduced changes 
into the statute on wages for farm leaders and specialists. Today the vélume used 
for determining the wage group includes the value of the gross output produced on 

the private plots of citizens, in accordance with contracts with the kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes, and sold hy them to the state. USSR Minsel'khoz has issued an instruction 
to the local organs on the introduction of the position of deputy director of a 
sovkhoz (deputy chairman of a kolkhoz) or specialist for the management of the 
private plots and their official salaries. 


USSR CSA, USSR Minzag and USSR Minsel'khoz have developed and approved an instruction 
on:-accounting for the livestock and poultry raised by citizens in accordance with 
contracts with kolkhozes, sovkhozes and other agricultural enterprises and also for 
including the livestock, poultry and milk procured on the basis of contracts in the 
production volume and towards fulfillment of the state plan for procurements by the 
kolkhozes and sovkhozes. 


The State Inspection for Plant Quarantine has been tasked with carrying out, in the 
established manner, controlled inspections on the private plots and in collective 
orchards and gardens aimed at exposing quarantine plant pests and diseases. 

feasures are being taken to publish the necessary handbooks for citizens having 
private plots and also for horticultural societies. A special structural subunit 
has been created within USSR Minsel'khoz for the purpose of coordinating the work 
of organizing the management of private plots by citizens, collective horticulture 
and gardening. 


In ‘ie interest of unconditional fulfillment of the tasks set forth in the 
mentioned decree, the USSR Ministry of Agriculture has developed, approved and is 
now implementing the complex of measures called for in the decree. The successful 
implementation of these measures will beyond any doubt make it possible to increase 
and noticeably expand the assortment of food products being-produced by Soviet 
citizens.

ORGANIZATIONAL AID FOR PRIVATE SECTOR RECOMMENDED

{Text] An all-union scientific-practical conference on problems concerned with 
increasing the production of agricultural products on private plots was held in 
Moscow on 6-7 April 1981. The conference was organized in conformity with the 
decree of the CC CPSU and the USSR Council of Ministers entitled "On Additional 
Measures for Increasing the Production of Agricultural Products on the Private Plots 
of Citizens." The conference was conducted by VASKhNIL {All-Union A. idemy of 
Agricultural Sciences imeni V.I. Lenin], the Institute of Economics of the USSR 
Academy of Sciences and the Institute of Economics of the World Socialist System of 
the USSR Academy of Sciences. Academician-Secretary of the Department of Economics 
and Organization of Agricultural Production at VASKhNIL, A.A. Nikonov, upon 

opening the conference, stated that during this modern stage of development and also 
in the immediate future the role played by LPKh's [ lichnoye podsobnoye khozyaystvo; 
private plot], which are an inalienable part of socialist agricultural production, 
will retain its importance. This is explained by the economic, social and 
educational functions which are presently being performed by the LPKh's. : 
The economic value of the LPKh's is expressed in the fact that they are producing 
26 percent of the country's gross agricultural output. In addition, they furnish 
additional income to families and they promote a levelling off of the standards of 
living for rural and municipal populations, the use of the labor of housewives and 
juveniles and their adaptation to socially useful labor. 


He subsequently emphasized the fact that a need exists for eliminating the 
opposition that exists between state and cooperative farms on the one hand and the 
private plots on the other. In actual practice, this would signify the use of a 
single state approach both for one individual form and for other forms of 
agricultural production. It is also deemed advisable to create various societies, 
especially horticultural, gardening and others. 


A requirement exists for increasing financial, logistical and consultation 
assistance for the private plots in terms of the following aspects: sale of young 
livestock in the required quantities; provision of haying and pasture lands, 
especially in those areas where it is impossible to use modern large-scale equipment; 
the allocation and sale of feed (this should be called for in the production plans 
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of the kolkhozes and sovkhozes); assistance in the construction of auxiliary 
facilities and also in the sale of construction materials; the production of small- 
scale equipment and manual implements; the presentation of credit and veterinary, 
zootechnical, agronomic and other services. 


The Deputy Minister of Agriculture for the USSR, A.I. Iyevlev, delivered a report 
entitled "Private Plots of Citizens Within the System of Agriculture." The chief 
source for meeting the country's requirements for food goods and agricultural raw 
materials is public production. At the same time, an important reserve for 
supplementing the country's food resources is that of improved use of the private 
plots of kolkhoz members and manual and office workers. 


Sufficient use is not being made of the potential afforded by the private plots of 
citizens for increasing the production of meat, milk and other products. Ina 
number of republics, krays and oblasts, the necessary concern is not being displayed 
for improving the conditions under wiich these plots are managed and their 
requirements with regard to procuring young livestock and poultry, orchard and 
gardening implements and light mechanization equipment are not being satisfied; 
serious shortcomings are being tolerated in connection with making feed and haying 
and grazing lands available and also in organizing the procurements of surplus 
products on the LPKh's. 


Doctor of Economic Sciences G.I. Shmelev delivered a report on the theme "Problems 

in the Development of a Private Plot." A discussion of these problems is of great 
theoretical and practical importance. The direction to be followed, the essence of 
the socio-psychological aspect of the LPKh's and the specific measures to be employed 
for increasing the production of agricultural products on these plots are dependent 
upon a correct approach being used for solving these problems. 


Insufficient study of the social essence and economic role of the LPKh's, the 
absence of a long-term concept and failure to consider the adverse consequences of 
certain decisions have in the past resulted in unstable and conflicting measures 
being employed in behalf of the LPKh's. In this regard, G.I. Shmelev noted that up 
until now literature and the periodic press have given very little attention to 
publicizing the problems of the private plots or to substantiating the need for 
LPKh's as a component part of socialist agriculture. 


The combining of public and private farming is usually viewed exclusively from the 
standpoint of different socio-economic categories of production. Meanwhile, 
experience has shown that the LPKh's supplement large-scale public production and 
consequently this underscores their extended existence even under socialist 
conditions. 


The Secretary of the L'vovskaya Oblast Committee of the Communist Party of the 
Ukraine, M.G. Vasyliv, discussed the operational experience of the private plots of 
the oblast's rural population. The chief of the Agricultural Production 
Administration of the Grodnenskaya Oblast Executive Committee, I.V. Grinashchkevich, 
spoke out on the measures employed throughout the oblast for increasing the 
production of goods on the LPK's. 
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The participants in the conference adopted recommendations aimed at further 
developing the private plots, horticulture and gardening and further regulating 
their economic and legal relationships with the state and on other problems.

SUBSIDIARY ENTERPRISES PROMOTED IN AZERBAIJAN SSR

[Text] In his report delivered before the 26th CPSU Congress, the General Secretary 
of the CC CPSU, Comrade L.I. Brezhnev, pointed out that maximum support must be 
provided for the subsidiary farms of industrial enterprises. 


Many enterprises within the Ministry of Procurement system have created their own 
subsidiary farms. Included among them is the Baku Grain Products Combine No 2. In 
April 1981, a conference was held at this combine for the purpose of studying the 
experience of organizing a subsidiary farm. 


The conference was attended by executives of the Central Committee of the Communist 
Party and the Council of Ministers of the Azerbaijan SSR, the deputy ministers for _ 
procurement of the union republics, the leaders of republic professional trade union 
committees for agricultural workers, the directors of grain products combines of 

the USSR Ministry of Procurement and by representatives of republic newspapers, 
radio and television -- in all by 150 individuals. 


In his opening address, the Deputy Minister of Procurement for the USSR, V.D. 
Kolobayev, discussed the fulfillment of the 4 December 1978 Decree of the CC CPSU 
and the USSR Council of Ministers entitled “Subsidiary Farms of Enterprises, 
Organizations and Institutes." 


V.D. Kolobayev noted that 210 enterprises within the system of procurements presently 
have subsidiary farms, with one of them, the farm of the Baku Grain Products Combine 
No 2, being a model farm. 


The Minister of Procurement for the Azerbaijan SSR, I. Sh. Shamiyev, delivered a 
report on the work of the Ministry of Procurement for the Azerbaijan SSR and the 
republic's professional trade union committee for agricultural workers in connection 
with carrying out the mentioned decree of the CC CPSU and the USSR Council of 
Ministers. He noted that the Baku Grain Products Combine No 2 was one of the first 
in the republic to create a completely modern subsidiary agricultural enterprise. 

At the present time, the combine partially satisfies the requirements of the workers 
at the enterprise for meat, vegetables and fruit and in the future it plans to fully 








satisfy these requirements. The personnel sense the concern being displayed for 
them and they value it highly. 


The Director of the Baku Grain Products Combine No 2, N.I. Kuliyev, shared his 
experiences in organizing the combine's subsidiary farm and he discussed the tasks 
for its further development. He reported to those participating in the conference 
that as a result of the assistance furnished by the USSR Ministry of Procurement 
and the Ministry of Procurement for the Azerbaijan SSR and the party and 
professional trade union organs of the republic and also owing to the great amount 
of work performed by the collective, success was rapid!y achieved in building 24 
hothouses providing an area of 1.1 hectares, a pigsty, six poultry houses, an 
incubator, a dining hall for 60 places, storehouse facilities, a 4.5 kilometer 
water-main and production and cultural-domestic installations. 


In 1980, 40 tons of hothouse vegetables, 35.5 tons of meat and 500,000 eggs were 
sold to public catering and to the combine's workers and 27,000 chicks were turned 
over to the workers for raising on the private plots. 


Reports were delivered during the conference by the following: O.F. Puzatkova -- the 
chairman of the local committee of the Novomoskovsk Grain Products Sales Base in 
Tul'skaya Oblast, M.M. Alibekov -- the director of the Frunze Grain Products Combine, 
I.G. Semyuk -- the director of the Vendichanskiy Grain Products Combine in 
Vinnitskaya Oblast, K.P. Kapkov -- the Deputy Minister of Procurement for the 
Latvian SSR, A.Ye. Sayfullin -- secretary of the Kazakhskiy Rayon Committee of the 
Professional Trade Union for Agricultural Workers, V.V. Kalizhnikova -- the 

chairman of the local committee of the professional trade union at the 
Bol'sherechenskiy Grain Receiving Enterprise in Omskaya Oblast and M.I. Zarochentsev 
-- chairman of the local committee of the professional trade union at the 
Novoaleksandrovsk Elevator in Stavropol'skiy Kray. They shared their experiences in 
the organization and management of subsidiary farms and in using the products for 
improving public catering services for the manual and office workers and they 
offered a number of recommendations with regard to staffing problems, wages and 
methods for selling the products. 


Those who participated in the conference visited the subsidiary farm of the combine. 
They listened with interest to explanations provided by the enterprise's specialists, 
they visited all of its departments, they asked many questions and they received 
comprehensive answers. 


The results of the conference were summarized by the secretary of the Central 
Committee of the Professional Trade Union for Agricultural Workers, N.I. Dezhinov. 
He mentioned that in 1980 the collective at the Baku Grain Products Combine No 2 


was awarded the diploma of the AUCCTU lst Degree for the successful development of 
its subsidiary farm. 


The experience accumulated by the Baku Grain Products Combine No 2 in the 
organization and management of a subsidiary farm must be made available to other 
enterprises throughout the system of procurements.

STRICT FUEL CONTROL IN BELORUSSIAN AGRICULTURE SOUGHT 
Moscow SEL'SKAYA ZHIZN' in Russian 22 Sep 81 p 2

[Excerpts] One of the chief problems in the work being performed by the people's 
controllers of Belorussia is that of efficient use of oil products in the rural 
areas. And this is quite understandable. Agriculture consumes roughly one half of 
the entire amount of motor fuel used in the republic -- 12-20 percent of the 
production costs for motor vehicle and tractor operations involved expenses for 
procuring fuel and lubricating materials. The republic committee prepared special 
leaflets and recommendations, it approved methods for preserving and ensuring 
efficient use of fuel and lubricating materials and these were all used by people's 
controllers in Slutskiy Rayon in Minskaya Oblast and in Berezovskiy Rayon in 
Brestskaya Oblast. 


Each year we summarize the results of inspection teams and checks carried out in the 
various areas. In a majority of the rayon committees, the problems concerned with 
the storage and expenditure of oil products are examined repeatedly. The people's 
control groups created special posts at oil bases, in tractor brigades and in repair 
workshops. 


The people's controllers are furnishing assistance in finding reserves for achieving 
fuel economies and in employing more improved forms for establishing norms and 
accounting for the oil products. During the years of the past five-year plan, with 
the active assistance and participation of peeple's control, 310 standard warehouses 
for the storage of fuel and oils and more than 1,400 refueling stations were built 
and placed in operation on farms throughout the republic. In addition, substantial 
improvements were achieved in technical services for the vehicle and tractor pool. 
And as a result, a reduction has taken place over the past 5 years in diesel fuel 
consumption for field and transport tractor operations throughout the republic. 

Last year it amounted to 7.6 kilograms per standard hectare. The kolkhozes and 
sovkhozes realized a savings of 35,800 tons of diesel fuel, the motor transport 
establishments of Goskomsel'khoztekhnika for the BSSR -- 2,400 tons of gasoline and 
the associations of Belsel'khozkhimiya -- 4,600 tons of diesel fuel and 1,600 tons 
of gasoline. 


For the second year in a row, the best results in organizing the campaign to achieve 
rational use of fuel and lubricating materials were realized by the people's 
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controllers in Brestskaya Oblast, the farms of which last year reduced their diesel 
fuel consumption, compared to the norm, by 5,600 tons and gasoline -- by 480 tons. 
Highly effective inspections were carried out by the people's control committees and 
groups in Zhabinkovskiy, Luninetskiy, Lyakhovichskiy, Berezovskiy, Brestskiy, 
Ivanovskiy and Pinskiy Rayons. 


The people's patrols in Minskaya Oblast are exercising purposeful and persistent 
control over the rational expenditure of fuel. Last year alone, they carried out 
more than 1,000 inspections, checks and reviews. Effective assistance in combating 
losses in oil products is being furnished by people's control groups and posts at the 
kolkhozes imeni Timiryazev, Pervoye Maya, Novyy Svet and Rodina and at the Lesnoye 
Sovkhoz in Kopyl'skiy Rayon, Minskaya Oblast. Here, over the course of a year's 
time, savings of 5-6 percent in diesel fuel and 4-5 percent in gasoline were 
realized. 


At the same time, the checks reveal that the fuel and lubricating materials are not 
being employed in a thrifty manner on a number of farms and that considerable losses 
are occurring due to mismanagement. The best results are found in those areas where 
the servicing and repair of the oil warehouses of kolkhozes and sovkhozes are being 
carried out by specialized brigades of Sel'khoztekhnika. They supply the fuel on a 
centralized basis using their own transport. At the present time, 99.5 percent of 
the kolkhozes and sovkhozes in Belorussia are already being serviced in this 

manner. They have 2,928 oil storage depots, including 1,187 of the standard type, 
more than 40,000 tanks representing an overall capacity of 550,000 cubic meters and 
approximately 9,000 refueling stations. Traveling brigades of mechanics have been 
created in all rayons throughout the republic for servicing the oil bases of 
Goskomsel'khoztekhnika for the BSSR. They have been provided with the required 
devices, equipment and instruments and 105 of the brigades have units for the 
washing and cleaning of the tanks. 


Beyond any doubt, the volumes of preventive maintenance and repair work have 

increased considerably. However, there is a shortage of motor vehicle workshops and 
measuring tanks. Only 30 percent of the requirements for spare parts, required for 
carrying out repair work, are being satisfied. One of the reasons for the over- 
expenditures of gasoline and oil is the fact that a considerable number of the kolkhoz 
and sovkhoz motor vehicles have exceeded their normal service life. 


Large amounts of fuel are still being burned in the furnaces of generators and 
boilers and the sound norms for fuel consumption are being violated and also the 
system for planning and distributing the fuel and lubricating materials. The 
quantity of fuel declared is not always in agreement with the volume of impending 
work or with the achieved indicators for its consumption. 


In short, it is too early for the people's controllers to rest on their laurels. To 
the contrary, control must be even more strict and comprehensive. 
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
